DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings filed on November 16, 2006 are objected to because of new matter added 
to figure 2. 

In particular, the new matter added is a circumferential ring indicating foam 

insulation. This is considered new matter because applicant's original specification/disclosure 
does not set forth a caster cover to include a foam insulation as originally filed. Thus, the new 
matter in figure 2 must be removed for further consideration. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
drawing objection to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

The amendment filed November 16, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: On page 2 of the amendment to the 
specification, although the underlinging of added text is correct, the new matter entered is not 
correct and is as follows: The caster cover is a 12 inch by 3 inch vinyl cover with foam 
insulation on the inside to provide a cushion to absorb the impact and protect from serious 
injury. The Velcro strip is one inch in length, which will provide minimum adjustability. 
Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Objections 

A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim refers to 
a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim, which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any claim 
which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind that a 
dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, applicant's sequence 
will riot be changed. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Note, since claim 3 seems to further limit claim 2, 
claim 3 is normally presented in dependent form. 
Example: 

Claim 7: A bucket with a handle. 

Claim 8: The bucket according to claim 7, wherein the handle is wooden.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by USPAP 
2005/0076445 to Mac Eachern. Mac Eachern (Figures 1 and 2) discloses a bumper guard for 
furniture legs which is a flexible pad (10) having a one inch Velcro fastening strip (40) at inner 
edge (38) at an end (34) of the flexible pad. As seen in figure 2 5 the Velcro fastening strip is 
sewn to the end of the flexible pad, thus providing minimum adjustability of the pad when 
secured to the furniture leg or other objects. 



Response to Applicant's Arguments 
Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the references 
applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or distinguish from 
them. Such remarks are omitted from the amendments filed on February 8, 2006 or November 
16, 2006. Accordingly, #2005/0076445 to Mac Eachern has been applied to meet the limitations 
of applicant's claims 2 and 3. Subsequently, claims 2 and 3 are rejected over Mac Eachern and 
are deemed unpatentable over the prior art made of record. 
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Conclusion 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.
